'No basis for alarm' says Tory expert on immigration

BRITAIN'S POLITICAL ESTABLISHMENT has, for more than 
thirty years, engaged in a massive campaign of deception and lies 
about immigration - which still continues. Britain continues to be 
flooded with immigrants without any democratic mandate 
whatsoever being sought from its own people for such a policy. 

In 1995, for the first time, immigrant children will make up the 
majority of the school population in London. In parts of the East 
End of the capital Britons walking our streets are now being openly 
told to get out of the area by immigrants. At least 150,000 new 
immigrants enter Britain every year. No one knows the exact figure 
since there are virtually no controls over illegal immigration, and 
hardly anyone caught in the very few but well publicised ‘public 
relations’ roundups is ever sent back to their own country. 

What is the response of our political establishment to public alarm 
- bland assurances that none of this is really happening at all! 

The reply received from one Tory MP, Sir John Hunt, when a BN 
reader wrote to him of his concern, typifies the arrogance and 
contempt of those we pay to run this country towards their 
constituents. When Hunt was sent a copy of our April front page 
headed ‘New Immigrant Flood' he claimed that he could not 
understand the concern, and that Britain has tight border controls! 

Is Hunt perhaps not fully acquainted with immigration affairs, 
and does he genuinely believe what he is saying? The MP for 
Ravensbourne in Kent was a member of the House of Commons 
Select Committee on Race Relations and Immigration from 1979- 
1987 - he is in fact an expert on the subject. Perhaps some light may 
be thrown on the affair by BN's research into Hunt's background. 
He is Chair of the British-Caribbean Association, and a past chair 
of theIndo-British Parliamentary Group! 

Hunt is, in fact, typical of Britain's present establishment - 
privileged, titled, and working hard to destroy our way of life, while 
deceiving the constituents he is supposed to serve about immigration. 

BN issues this challenge to Hunt. Let him write to this newspaper 
explaining how he can claim that there is no immigration problem, 
when Whitehall itself says that plans must be made to accommodate 
at least 2 million more immigrants in the South East area alone over 
the next few years, and the former Chief Immigration Officer, Peter 
Tompkins CBE, has said publicly that the Government's published 
immigration figures are a sham.

'RACISM' STORM OVER 
CABBY ENGLISH TESTS 


ENGLISH TESTS for minicab and licensed taxi drivers are 
being proposed by the Department of Transport. The tests 
have been condemned as 'racist' by ethnic minorities. The 
Government says that cabbies should ‘speak English to an 
adequate standard' - but admits that one reason for the 
proposal is to deter illegal immigrants. 

The tests, if introduced, would be carried out by the taxi 
licensing authorities. "Two thirds of the 80,000 minicab drivers 
in London are illegal immigrants" said a Department of 
Transport spokesman recently. In other parts of the country 
like Leicester and Birmingham over half are black.

office jobs at an NHS hospital, despite 
their having no National Insurance 
numbers or papers.

‘Police service has declared war 


on men' says Police Federation 


THE METROPOLITAN POLICE is being sued 
for sex discrimination by a group of officers 
from the Mounted Branch. The twelve officers 
were removed from their jobs earlier this year 
after the numbers of mounted police were 
reduced in a cost cutting exercise. They say they 
were removed in spite of having similar 
qualifications to women who were kept on. 

Nearly forty officers in all were thrown out of 
the Mounted Police - all men. The Chairman of the 
Metropolitan Police Federation, Michael 
Bennett,said he fully supported the officers’ action 
in bringing a claim for discrimination. 

"There 1s growing concern at the way the male 
officer 1s being treated - such is the fear of a 
discrimination case. The police service has de- 
clared war on men. Its nice to see them fighting 
back" he said. 

The twelve officers’ action follows a recent 
watershed ruling in which a male police sergeant 
won a discrimination case after being transferred 
following allegations by a woman. 

In Carlisle recently a police sergeant was de- 
moted after making a lewd remark to a woman 
constable at a cabaret show - 1n spite of the fact that 
the constable made no complaint. 


"ANTI-SEXISM CODE! 


Despite the fact that she was not offended the 
Cumbrian forces strict 'anti-sexism code’ was 
brought into play, and a disciplinary tribunal held, 
after which the sergeant was reduced to the rank of 
constable and moved to a station 30 miles away. 
The officer has appealed. 

Senior officers in the police are now so terrified 
of accusations of 'racism' and 'sexism' that the 
public can no longer rely on impartial policing. 
Protection of careers is the first priority, with 
effective policing a secondary priority before 'po- 
litical correctness’ initiatives.

The 
National Executive Committee of the Labour 
Party is examining complaints that ‘family, tribal, 
and business interests’ were involved. Arshad 
Hussain, the Tory victor in Toller Ward said that 
he was flattered to have received support from 
the Hindu and Sikh communities in the area. In 
the other seat in Bradford Moor Ward Tory 
Sakhawat Hussain lost by only 51 votes.

RACE BATTLE AVERTED 


POLICE have averted a near race 
war in London's Southall - but 
warn that an outbreak of violence 
between Sikhs and Muslims may 
only have been temporarily held 
back. The powder keg situation 
results from national divisions 
between the two Asian groups 
rather than some dispute local to 
Southall. 

Nearly 1,000 Asians came from 
all over the country to the mainly 
Asian Southall area in West Lon- 
don in order to join in a pitched 
battle during the Muslim Festi- 
val of Eid recently. Mobile tele- 
phones were used in an attempt to 
outwit police, and direct rioters 
towards a massive confrontation. 


ARRESTS 


There were clashes between the two 
groups, and 25 people were arrested 
during the festival, but the police suc- 
ceeded in largely keeping the rival 


Forty-strong Asian gang 
attack whites in Hounslow 


FORTY Asians beat two white teenagers unconscious 
recently ina horrific attack in Hounslow. The gang, who 
were armed with wooden stakes, screamed racial abuse 
at the two teenagers as they walked past. 

Despite walking on without any response the white 
youths, aged 15 and 16, were kicked to the ground in the 
completely unprovoked attack. They were then punched, 
kicked, and beaten with fence stakes until they were 
unconscious. The two victims were left heavily bleeding on 
the pavement, and staggered to a public house for help. 

Detective Constable Robert Young of the local police 
said: "They are now both to scared to go out, and admit to 
being extremely scared when they see a group of Asians".

Our team of food lovers, who visited a local chain of tandoori 
restaurants, came from the ranks of Her Majesty's VAT Officers. 

Forty of their finest heroically chomped their way through a 63 
curry marathon at the three branches of the curry empire run by 
Mr. Khaled Choudbury of Smethwick, and Mr. Jamal Uddin of 
West Bromwich. All forty of the officers are being awarded the 
highest award for gallantry their country can bestow - the VC - 


or Victoria Curry. 


When the Curry Inspectors looked at the restaurants’ account 
books after their ordeal, they found that most of the dishes they 
munched through had disappeared! Only 32 appeared in the 
account books. 1514 meals in total had been served during a 
period of observation, but only 579 were not 'Disappearing 
Curries’. A mountain of rice purchased by the restaurants had 
also disappeared from the books. 

A total of £170,000 in tax evasion was uncovered during the 
VAT investigation. Choudbury and Uddin are now serving 18 
month prison sentences for VAT fraud after conviction at Dudley 
Court. Two other partners received 12months and 9 months.

Fifty-strong Ilford gangs 
bring machete violence 


POLICE recovered a massive arsenal of weapons after 
violent street confrontations in Ilford Town Centre. 
Machetes, an axe, a meat cleaver, knives, poles, and 
baseball bats were found by police after vicious fighting 
between 50 Afro-Caribbeans. 

The fighting occurred only a few days after the murder 
of PC Phillip Waters by black drug dealers in the area. 
Police officers were later commended for their bravery in 
stopping the fighting, which broke out at about 10.30 pm. 
"In the light of what happened to PC Walters the safety of 
officers is paramount. The situation was handled calmly 
and effectively" said a senior officer. Several men were 
arrested, and one taken to hospital with head injuries. 


Moslem Radio 
Closed After 
‘Holocaust 
Denial’ 


A SOUTH LONDON radio station 
has been closed down by the 
Government after claiming that the 
Holocaust never happened. 

The station, which was called Moslem 
Community Radio, had its licence 
withdrawn by the Radio Authority 
following complaints from Jewish 
organisations. 

The authority said that they had no 
idea what the group operating the 
station stood for when they applied for 
a licence.

The attacks now occur in broad daylight and 
often within full view of dozens of witnesses, who are too 
frightened to intervene against ruthless thugs. Guns are 
now Starting to be used -as in the recent mugging ofa senior 
RAF officer in Vauxhall, who was shot fivetimes by two black 
men.

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LOONY-LEFT TAKEOVER 
IN TOWER HAMLETS 


A COALITION of extreme-left wing and 
Bangladeshi Councillors has taken control of 
Tower Hamlets Council in London's East End - 
ousting the Leader,Councillor John Biggs. The 
national Labour Party headquarters has said 
that it expects the Council to become a ‘new 
Lambeth’ - after the notorious 'loony-left' council 


in another part of London. 


The Council's existing plans for a massive 'Gay 
Festival’ in the local Victoria Park during June 
have already caused outrage among local 
residents, who say they were never consulted. 

Now advertisements have been placed in the 
homosexuals’ ‘Pink Paper' for queer teachers to 
work in the Borough's schools. Tower Hamlets 
says that it is hiring homosexuals to 'make its 
employees more representative of the community 
we serve’.

Asians already hold 15 of Tower 
Hamlets 50 Council seats, and need 
only seven more to have a majority 
within the ruling Labour group. 

In the recent struggle for power one

to a ‘fatwa’ against him. Sources be- 
lieve that the new leader Twomey may 
soon be replaced by Cllr Rajan Jalal, 
who was suspended by Labour after 
sending a hoax fax accusing Biggs of

White Horse of Uffington 3,000 years old 


RECENT archaelogical research 


has shown that the White Horse of 


Uffington (pictured) is probably 
3,000 years old - 1,000 years older 
than previously thought. 

The Uffington horse, on the 
Oxfordshire Downs, is Britain's only 
authentically ancient turf figure. It 
has long been thought to date from 
the Iron Age, andto have been made 
in about 300 BC. 

Five years of excavations by the 
National Trust and English Heri- 


tage have concluded with the sugges- 
tion bythe Oxford Archaeological Unit 
that the figure was constructed during 
the Bronze Age in about 1,000 BC. 

The unit used a new technique for 
calculating the time of the last expo- 
sure to sunlight of buried soil. 

The dig showed that the horse figure 
was not simply scoured into the chalk. 
A trench had been cut the shape of the 
figure and filled with chalk from an- 
other part of the hill. 

Under the current mania for ‘politi-

MP QUESTIONS RACIAL MOTIVE 
IN ROHIT DUGGAL MURDER 


ELTHAM MP Peter Bottomley has 
publicly questioned whether the 
murder of Rohit Duggal - constantly 
touted by the ‘anti-racist’ industry 
as a racial murder - was racial at all. 

The claim that the killing of the 
Asian youth was racial has become 
part of a stream of Council funded 
anti-white propaganda in the Green- 
wich area. MP Bottomley now says 
that he is 'suspicious' about claims that 
the murder had anything to do with 
race, and can find no evidence, 

The police officer who headed the 
enquiry into Duggal's death, Detective 
Superintendent Douglas Auld, was 
adamant at the time of the trial which 
followed the murder that it had no 
racial motivation. 

Naturally the facts were not allowed 


by the extreme-left to stand in the way 
of a witch hunt against white people. 
The murder, in fact, resulted from a 
silly personal argument which led to 
tragedy. 

Duggal is only one of a number of 
victims of crime who have been placed 
into a gallery of martyrs for Trotskyite 
propaganda purposes. Themedia have 
been only too happy for years to go 
along with the bogus race attacks de- 
ception as part of a smear campaign 
against the BNP, and ordinary decent 
white folk. 

While ordinary crimes are constantly 
misrepresented to suit the purposes of 
left-wing Councils like Greenwich the 
tragic murder of Richard Everitt by an 
Asian gang last year has been virtually 
forgotten by the media.

ENQUIRY DIARY 


The Public Enquiry concerning the 
BNP's Bookshop was lightened by 
quite a few delightful contributions 
from members of extreme left-wing 
organisations, who gave evidence to 
the Government Inspector about the 
‘racist’ nature of the BNP. 

A representative of the Indian 
Worker's Association, its General 
Secretary , Hardev Dhillon, gave a 
long diatribe against ‘racism’ at the 
enquiry.When cross-examined by the 
BNP he admitted that his association 
would not have Pakistanis as mem- 
bers, but said that this was not 'racist'! 

Another witness was one Julie 
Waterson of the Anti-Nazi League. 

She was asked whether she was 
aware that the only serious racial at- 
tack ever to occur near the BNP 
bookshop was the assault and 
hospitalisation of a black police offi- 
cer by rioters from her organisation 
during the Welling riot of 1993 - an 
event at which she was the steward. 

She replied - to a mild and disbeliev- 
ing rebuke from the inspector hearing 
the enquiry - that the assault never 
took place and was invented by The 
Sun! The police officer was, of course, 
interviewed extensively on TV at the 
time from his hospital bed. 

A gentleman from another publicly 
funded ‘anti-racist’ group said that the 
BNP were carrying out racial attacks 
all over East London. When asked for 
an example he said that he "could not 
name one offhand" ! 

The Chief Executive of the Board of 
Deputies of British Jews, a Mr. Neville 
Nagler, was also billed to appear, hav- 
ing written a letter to the enquiry ap- 
parently blaming the BNP for the en- 
tire Second World War! Large parts of 
the letter were blanked as defamatory 
and irrelevant by the Government. In 
the event the Board of Deputies never 
made their awaited appearance. 

Other witnesses related how they 
had been given detailed accounts of 
‘racist attacks' near the shop by per- 
sons who seemed oddly all to be anony- 
mous, and even more oddly had mys- 
teriously never reported any of the 
attacks to the police! 

Since anyone can describe any inci- 
dent as 'racist' to police, and their code 
of practice obliges them to accept it as 
such, the figures for 'racist attacks’ are 
in any case worthless - as the BNP 
pointed out to the enquiry.

4.6 MILLION FRENCH 
VOTERS BACK LE PEN 


DESPITE years of constant vilification by the media Jean-Marie Le Pen won 
the votes of not far off 5 million French men and women in the recent 


Presidential elections. 


The scale of the shift to the right in France over recent years may be gauged 
from the fact that M. Le Pen, leader of the Front National, won 15% of the 
vote, only 3.5% short of the vote for the Gaullist Prime Minister Edouard 
Balladur. Even the front runner the Socialist Lionel Jospin only succeeded 


in getting 23.3% of the poll. 


M. Le Pen had to compete directly for the hard nationalist vote with 
Phillipe de Villiers, of the Movement for France, who scored 4.74% - making 
his own result even more remarkable. If the two hard right votes had been put 
together for a single candidate, making nearly 20%, the right would have 


been not far off winning in the first round of the contest. 


As the French political establishment licked its wounds following the poll, 
the liberal press refused to admit that perfectly normal people vote for the FN 
for perfectly good reasons. In one village in Alsace, Hengwiller, half the votes 
went to Le Pen - despite the fact that there are no immigrants there. One of 
the trump cards of the liberals, as in Britain, has always been that voters in 
areas with no immigrants refused to believe that the problem would ever 
reach them. Hengwiller is telling France that there is a new awareness at large. 


HYPOCHONDRIA 


One Alsace newspaper accused 
voters of being hypochondriacs who 
imagine problems where none exist 
- despite massive French unemploy- 
ment and cities flooded with immi- 
grants. 

The head of Le Pen's campaign 
team in Alsace, Gerard Freulet, said 
"People feel betrayed by Brussels 
and ignored by Paris, and they are 
sick of government officials who 
have lined their pockets. They see a

saying 'My God, what exactly have I 
done to deserve all this?"”.

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Public enquiry held over 


THE long awaited public enquiry 
concerning the BNP Bookshop fi- 
nally took place during April. The 
party had appealed against an en- 
forcement order issued by Bexley 
Council, which concerned primarily 
the claim that the premises were 
being used as a headquarters with- 
out planning permission. 

The BNP, and the Bookshop's owner 
National Organiser Richard Edmonds, 
had made it quite clear to the Council 
that the property was not used in that 
way, but the newly elected Bexley 
Labour Council were determined to 
use any means to harass the party. 

The enquiry lasted four days and 
was held at Crayford Town Hall - to the 
understandable concern of local resi- 
dents who had seen other parts of the 
borough suffer massive riots and loot- 
ing, organised by Trotskyite groups, 
during recent years. 

When the Council's enforcement 
order was issued last year the BNP was 
told that any public enquiry would last 
only one day, and the party raised an 
appeal for funds sufficient to cover full 
legal representation. The party were 
then told that an appeal hearing would 
last four days - making it quite impos- 
sible to pay full legal fees which would 
have amounted to tens of thousands. 

Fortunately the BNP's National Press 
Officer Michael Newland had not only 
experience of planning appeals, but 
also some legal training. It was de- 
cided that the BNP's lawyers would 
prepare the case - a very large amount 
of work but within the party's budget - 
and that Mr.Newland would then 
present it at the enquiry. 

This arrangement was extraordinar- 
ily successful in the event, and the 
party's Press Officer made an excel- 
lent job of putting over the BNP's case. 

The whole enquiry was marked by 
the attendance of a freak show audi-

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ence of left-wing agitators, who drove 
even the Council's Asian solicitor to 
say that he wished they had not at- 
tended, since they were not helping 
Bexley's case. 

The agitators kept up a constant 
barrage of heckling of embarassing 
childishness, forcing the Government 
Inspector to constantly threaten them 
with expulsion. One was arrested by 
police after spitting at the enquiry. 

Much of the Council's case con- 
cerned the claim that the BNP should 
not be allowed to operate, since the 
bookshop attracted demonstrations. As 
was pointed out, the same argument 
could be used to throw the Labour and 
Conservative parties out of their pre- 
mises, since demonstrations have of- 
ten occurred against them over issues 
like the poll tax! 

The BNP also pointed out that the 
riots had nothing to do with the party, 
which was an excellent neighbour, 
and that the troublemakers had been 
encouraged by the Labour Party itself 
with its ‘anti-racist’ agitation. 

It was also made clear that the party 
has a legal right to use the premises as 
a bookshop whatever the outcome of

tinue to do so. The BNP also applied 
during the hearing to use the bookshop 
premises as a headquarters. Although 
there is no intention to operate ın that 
way, such a permission would prevent 
any more Council harassment. 

One of the notable outcomes of the 
whole enquiry was the unprecedented 
almost sympathetic coverage in most 
of the serious national newspapers. 
The Guardian even managed a large 
story along the lines of ‘Inside the 
bookshop’, which offered not a single 
criticism of the party - despite its edi- 
torial a year ago attacking’ another 
paper for giving the BNP publicity! 

Early in the enquiry Mr. Newland 
described the Council's actions against 
then BNP as a 'witchhunt against the 
politically incorrect’. This seemed to 
have struck a sympathetic chord in the 
controlled media. 

The Inspector hearing the enquiry 
said that ıt would take several months 
before his decision would be given. 

The BNP must thank Michael 
Newland for all the hard work he put in 
liasing with the party's lawyers, and 
learning the case, enabling him to put 
over the BNP's arguments to the en- 
quiry so professionally.
